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£ 82 m cost 
of obesity 
feared for 
next year 

OBESITY could cost Walsall 
around £82 million a year 
due to the expense of treat¬ 
ing people who are over¬ 
weight, it has emerged. 

New figures have revealed 
the possible extent of the 
problem in Walsall by 2015 
if action is not taken. 

It follows research which 
was carried out into the “se¬ 
rious health consequences” 
of children and adults who 
are overweight. A report 
said: “Obesity is a very 
significant contributor to 
illness and premature death 
in the borough. 

“Serious health conse¬ 
quences include Type II 
diabetes, cardiovascular dis¬ 
ease, liver disease, muscu¬ 
loskeletal disorders such as 
osteoarthritis, and certain 
cancers. 

“Without action, over¬ 
weight and obesity-related 
diseases will cost NHS Wal¬ 
sall an estimated £82m per 
year by 2015.” 

However, steps are being 
taken to tackle weight and 
increase physical activity 
within the borough. 

Between April and De¬ 
cember last year, children’s 
weight management pro¬ 
grammes dealt with 341 
children and their families, 
with 88 per cent either 
maintaining or reducing 
their body mass index.

Four held on

Julie tells how she became the first victim of Morris

IT was a bitterly cold December 
evening, and eight-year-old Julie 
Taylor was walking back from a fam¬ 
ily party. She shouldn’t have been 
out on her own at night, and her fa¬ 
ther had told her to stay at home but 
she was determined not to miss out. 

It was a decision that almost cost 
her her life. Evil Raymond Morris, 
who would go on to be the Midlands’ 
most notorious child killer, chose her 
as his first victim, luring her into his 
car before attacking her and leaving 
her for dead. Amazingly she sur¬ 


vived, but the mental scars have not 
healed 50 years on. After Morris died 
last week aged 84, she has spoken 
about the night her life changed. 

She is now a married mother of 
two, but wants to go by her maiden 
name because some members of her 
family know nothing about her brush 
with death. She came face-to-face 
with the killer on December 2, 1964 
when she walked the short distance 
from her family’s home in Barracks 
Lane, Blakenall, to the party. She 
recalled: “It was a cold Tuesday 


evening and I went to my cousin’s 
party although my dad had told me 
not to go. On my way home I saw a 
car parked about three doors away 
from our house. 

“This bloke said ‘hello’ and said 
he was my Uncle Len. I did have an 
Uncle Len who I hadn’t seen since I 
was five and my Mom had told me he 
was coming home for Christmas from 
the Army. It was a plausible story. 

“The man said he would take me 
to my aunt’s so I went in the car with 
him. As we were driving along he 


struck up conversation and offered 
me sweets which were on the back 
seat, but I recall that I didn’t like the 
one I ate and spat it out. I put it in 
my pocket,” she said. 

“Then he started asking about 
what I was wearing which I thought 
was odd. I realised then that he 
wasn’t my uncle and that something 
wasn’t right. I got agitated and tried 
to get out of the car.” Julie blacked 
out but remembers a passer-by find¬ 
ing her in a terrible state.

BABIES SCANDAL 
HOSPITAL SORRY 



Walsall Manor Hospital - where foetal remains were kept for up to four years without parents being informed, a review has revealed

AN administration error that 
led to Walsall Manor Hospi¬ 
tal keeping hold of the re¬ 
mains of almost 90 unborn 
babies for up to four years 
when they should have 
been sent to be cremated 
within months has been 
described as ‘astonishing’. 

The scandal came to light follow¬ 
ing an internal review. 

Bosses at the hospital have apologised 
and a full independent investigation has 
been launched. 

But Walsall Council’s cabinet member for 
public health, Councillor Zahid Ali, said on 
Tuesday: “If the hospital has blamed this all 
on an administrative error then I find that 
astonishing. 

“It’s important there is an independent 
review. In future they must review all the 
processes to make sure this does not happen 
again.” 

But he added the people of Walsall should 
not lose faith in the hospital adding: “This 
clearly is going to have an affect on a lot of 
people. The hospital needs to take steps so 
that the confidence in Walsall Manor Hospi¬ 
tal continues to be what it was.” 

It has emerged there were 86 occasions 


where remains from miscarriages or ter¬ 
minations were kept for longer than they 
should have been. 

After advice from clinicians, the trust 
chaplaincy and relevant charities, hospital 
bosses have decided to only contact five 
women, where records indicate they would 
want to be informed, rather than cause 
‘widespread distress’ to others.

Two of the cases date back to 2010, a fur¬ 
ther two in 2011, a total of 30 in 2012 and 
then 52 up to December 2013. 

Around 700 foetal remains are kept at 
Walsall Manor every year until the appro¬ 
priate paperwork has been completed. The 
hospital said it then ‘appropriately disposes’ 


of foetal remains through the crematorium 
in line with ‘usual processes’. 

A dedicated hotline has also been set up 
for anyone with concerns on 0345 835 7626. 

Such remains are usually stored in the 
hospital’s mortuary for between one and 
three months. Then in the vast majority of 
occasions they are sent to be cremated. 

However, an error in getting documents 
signed off to allow this to happen led to the 
foetal remains in these cases being kept for 
up to four years. 

In 73 cases they belonged to foetuses 
under 12 weeks with the remaining 13 
being under 21 weeks. 

Trust chief executive Richard Kirby said: 
“It is clear that in some cases the trust has 
kept remains following terminations and 


miscarriages for longer than we should 
have done. 

“I would like to apologise to each and 
every patient who has been affected by 
this and would like to reassure anyone who 
might be using our services now or in the 
future of our dedication in ensuring that 
this situation does not arise again. 

Results 

“We are confident we have contacted 
everyone we need to in relation to this 
issue.” 

Mr Kirby said the results of the independ¬ 
ent review are expected at the end of April. 

The hospital said it will ‘appropriately 
dispose’ of the foetal remains through the 
crematorium in line with ‘usual processes’. 


Traders 
may get 
given cut 
in rates 

HALF-PRICE business 
rates could be offered to 
Walsall traders in a bid to 
bring hundreds of empty 
shops back into use. 

The move aims to get 
more than 300 unoccupied 
retail premises in the bor¬ 
ough back into use during 
the next 18 months. 

Members of the council’s 
decision-making Cabinet 
were also being asked this 
week to agree a business 
rate relief of up to £1,000 to 
all occupied retail proper¬ 
ties with a value of £50,000 
or less. 

The plans are being put 
forward on the back of gov¬ 
ernment guidelines and 
around 900 business around 
the borough could benefit 
from the steps from this 
April to March 2016. 

They would apply wholly 
or mainly used as shops, res¬ 
taurants, cafes and drinking 
establishments. 

The moves to offer a busi¬ 
ness rate relief of up to 50 
per cent to reoccupy empty 
buildings would be for prem¬ 
ises that have been unused 
for a year or more. 

Karl Dipple, head of reve¬ 
nues, said: “Estimates show 
900 businesses could benefit 
from the retail relief across 
Walsall from April 2014. 
There are currently 327 
empty retail premises across 
Walsall that could be subject 
to the reoccupation relief.”

hampton Crown Court heard. The 
court was told she stood to benefit 
from around £3,000, but the car was 
later found at a farm in Stafford. 

Couple Kelly Turton, aged 31, 
and Steve Beckles, 35, both of Val¬ 
ley Road, Hamstead, Birmingham, 
also appeared at court last Tuesday 
for being part of the conspiracy. 

Mr Geoffrey Dann, prosecuting, 


said 34-year-old Griffiths, of Forrest 
Road, had told police the three had 
driven to Sandwell Valley Country 
Park and she had left her car to go 
for a walk, but when she returned 
it was gone. 

He said she gave the value of the 
car as £6,000, but the insurance 
company was only likely to have 
paid out around £3,000. Turton 
also made a statement to the po¬ 


lice about the alleged stolen vehicle 
while her partner Beckles had been 
present. 

All three defendants pleaded 
guilty to conspiring to commit fraud 
by false representation. Judge Mi¬ 
chael Dudley gave each of them a 
12-week prison sentence, suspended 
by 12 months, and a two-month cur¬ 
few from 7pm to 7am, and an order 
to pay an £80 victim surcharge.

He launched a campaign 
with residents for affordable 
homes for rent to be rebuilt 
and for The Lea to be re¬ 
tained. “This is great news 
and long overdue,” he said.

Sport England’s recent 
Active People survey shows 
the number of adults taking 
part in three blocks of 30 
minutes exercise per week 
has increased from 16 to 22 
per cent of the population 
between 2006 and 2013. 

The number of people 
taking part in no exercise 
has reduced by 7.9 per cent, 
or 15,800 adults, since 2006. 
This includes 2.5 per cent, 
5,000 adults, in the last 
year. 

Councillor Zahid Ali said 
the authority was address¬ 
ing the problem with ex¬ 
ercise initiatives and gym 
discount schemes. He said: 
“There is a particular prob¬ 
lem with our Year 6 children 
where obesity rates are one 
of the worst in the West 
Midlands.”

Benn portrait one of my best says artist

A PICTURE is worth a thousand words. 
And given Tony Benn liked to wax lyrical, 
this one must be worth a million. 

Standing nearly 6ft tall, this portrait 
by Walsall artist Andrew Tift is one of the 
most popular that hangs in the House of 
Commons. 

It was painted in 1998, when Mr Tift was 
living in Great Wyrley. 

The artist joined the legions of people 
paying tribute to the veteran left winger 
and former minister, who has died aged 88. 

When the former Tory MP for South 
Staffordshire Lord Cormack was chairman 


of Parliament’s works of art committee he 
arranged for artist Andrew Tift, then based 
in Great Wyrley but now living in Highgate, 
Walsall, to paint Tony Benn. 

The image of Mr Benn, in a chair, smok¬ 
ing a pipe, painted in 1998, is an iconic and 
enduring one of the man who would leave 
Parliament to ‘devote more time to politics’. 

Mr Tift, aged 45, met Mr Benn again last 
year to be interviewed by Tony Benn’s son 
Hilary about the painting. 

A past winner of the BP Portrait Award 
said: “It’s still one of my best ones and one 
of the ones that’s most fondly remembered. 


Tony Benn has become such an important 
national figure. It’s not just me, it’s who 
Tony is. The one I get asked most about is 
this.” 

He revealed how the painting had taken 
four sittings and almost a year to produce. 

“It was great to meet him,” he said. “He 
was a national treasure. And he was always 
very nice to me. He wasn’t the sort of per¬ 
son that would just be polite and give lip 
service, he was a genuine people person.” 

Last year Tony Benn said of his painting: 
“I’ve got copies of it at home. I have a great 
feeling of affection for it.”

Along with husband Mi¬ 
chael, aged 29, they had 
been stunned to get the let¬ 
ter congratulating them of 
the birth before it had even 
happened. They soon spoke 
to the midwife who said a 
Mrs Costin had a baby at 
Walsall Manor. This was 
even though the real Mrs 
Costin was not even due to 
go to that hospital. 

The laundry operator 
said: “I was scared because 
I thought someone was fol¬ 
lowing me,” she said. 

Richard Kirby, chief Ex¬ 
ecutive at Walsall Health¬ 
care NHS Trust, said: “The 
incident which occurred in 
summer 2013 related to an 
identity theft by an indi¬ 
vidual using our maternity 
service. This resulted in 
a serious incident investi¬ 
gation both internally and 
across a multi-agency net¬ 
work.”

A BABY taken by her father after 
an argument with his partner has 
been found safe and well. 

Stuart Adams, aged 30, left his 
partner’s home in Walsall with 
nine-week-old Lana-Mai ‘in un¬ 
planned circumstances’ in the early 
hours of Monday morning. 

The infant was found at an ad¬ 
dress in Pleck, Walsall, Monday 
afternoon and taken to hospital for 


checks. She was handed to police 
on the same street from which she 
went missing 14 hours earlier. 

Mr Adams was arrested in Wal¬ 
sall following a short chase on foot. 
He was arrested on suspicion of 
assault and abduction. Chief Supt 
Dave Sturman, commander of Wal¬ 
sall, said: “I am relieved and pleased 
to be able to say that Lana-Mai is 
safe and well. She has been taken 


to hospital as a precaution to be 
checked over. 

“We would like to thank the peo¬ 
ple of Walsall and beyond for their 
help in this fast moving enquiry.” 

Police were called to ‘a domestic 
incident’ in Prince Street, Pleck, at 
around 2.20am. “There had been 
a bit of an argument,” Mr Stur¬ 
man said. Officers spent Monday 
carrying out searches of several 


addresses known to Mr Adams but 
failed to find either him or the child 

On Monday night residents 
spoke of their relief. One man, who 
did not want to be named, said: “I 
think everyone is just glad she was 
found. You hear terrible stories so 
when I heard she was missing I was 
worried, Thank God she’s okay.” 

Mr Adams was being questioned 
by police on Tuesday. 


'Bullied' teen found 
hanged, inquest told

A TEENAGER who moved 
to another school because 
of bullying was found 
hanged after his new class¬ 
mates picked on him, an in¬ 
quest was told. 

Joshua Maddox, 15, who had 
learning difficulties, was found 
dead at his home in Persehouse 
Street, Walsall, by his younger 
sister in January last year. 

An inquest heard he had been 
threatened with a knuckleduster by 
one child, and punched in the chest 
by another during a campaign of 
bullying. 

His mother, Michelle Maddox, 
said he had left Deansfield School, 
Wolverhampton, to attend St 
Thomas More Catholic School, Wil¬ 
lenhall, because he was being picked 
on by other pupils. But the bullying 
continued, the hearing was told. 

“When he moved to St Thomas 
More he had to move down a year 
otherwise he thought he would not 
pass his GCSEs. It was horrible,” 
she said. 

Late 

“He had no help from the school 
and because of his mild learning dif¬ 
ficulties he was constantly picked on 
by other kids. The children used to 
tell him to go back to his own year. 
They told him they didn’t want him 
there. One child came at him with a 
knuckleduster and on another occa¬ 
sion he was punched in the chest.” 

Miss Maddox said although she 
spoke to the school she felt he was 
not given the support he needed 
until it was too late. “I spoke to the 
school about the bullying but they 
never acted on it,” she said. 

“The only incident they dealt with 
was when he was being punched in 
the chest. It was Christmas by the 
time they sorted out any extra sup¬ 
port. By then it was too late. They 
offered support after too many 
years of us struggling and Joshua 
struggling.” 

He was taking medication for 
attention deficit hyperactivity dis¬ 
order (ADHD) and suffered from 
autism. Dr Dragana Radibra- 


tovic-Cvijan, a consultant histo-pa- 
thologist at Walsall Manor Hospital, 
said she conducted a post-mortem 
and said the cause of his death was 
strangulation by hanging. 

“His family said he had been bul¬ 
lied at school and they had been 
concerned the medication he was 
taking for ADHD was not work¬ 
ing,” she said. “They said he was 
sent to bed early because he and his 
brother had been stealing food from 
the kitchen that was meant for the 
family’s evening meal. 

“His stepfather checked on him 
once during the night and he was 
asleep in his bunk.” 

Clinical psychiatrist Dr Pauline 
Forster told the inquest she had 
started working with Joshua in 
February 2012. Joshua had difficul¬ 
ties with verbal communication and 
found it hard to explain emotional 


issues,” she said. “He had difficulty 
socialising and making friends. His 
ADHD was complicated and difficult 
to manage. 

“We encourage children like 
Joshua to have extra support in 
school. I wrote to the school to try 
and arrange a meeting but they 
never responded. He would tell me 
he was happy at school, so it was 
difficult to help him, even though it 
was clear to his family he was not 
happy.” 

She said Joshua had changed the 
medication for his ADHD in the 
weeks leading up to his death. 

Asked to describe her son, Miss 
Maddox said: “He used to try to 
make us laugh but he was always in 
trouble.” She added: “Joshua didn’t 
know how to talk to people. He just 
liked to be in his own world playing 
on his computer.” 


Senior Coroner Robin Balmain 
adjourned the inquest for further 
investigations. 

St Thomas More headteacher 
Peter Mayland said: “Everyone at 
St Thomas More Catholic School 
is deeply saddened and shocked by 
the tragic death of Joshua. He was a 
popular boy with many friends and 
a bright future. 

“Our thoughts and prayers are 
with his family at this time, espe¬ 
cially those who are students at our 
school. As a school we have a ‘zero 
tolerance’ approach to bullying, 
which is entirely incompatible with 
our Christian values." 

He said an Ofsted report in Jan¬ 
uary had highlighted that strengths 
of the school are that ‘students say 
that they feel safe in school’ and 
that ‘bullying is dealt with effec¬ 
tively’.”

Life ends for Morris 


Report by Laura Blyth 


HE was described as ‘cold, 
cruel and just plain wicked’. 

Child killer Raymond Morris, 
‘the Cannock Chase Murderer’, was 
sentenced to life in jail for the hor¬ 
rific rape and murder of schoolgirl 
Christine Darby in the 1960s. 

He was prime suspect, though never 
charged, over the killings of six-year-old 
Margaret Reynolds, of Aston, Birming¬ 
ham and Diane Joy Tift, five, of Blox- 
wich in 1966. 

Morris made a bid to be released, with 
his solicitors claiming to have uncov¬ 
ered police misconduct, but the case was 
rejected by the Criminal Cases Review 
Commission in 2010. 

Searched 

Then in February this year it was con¬ 
firmed the killer would die in jail after 
the Court of Appeal found whole life sen¬ 
tences should continue to be used for the 
most serious of crimes following a ruling 
by the European Courts. 

Margaret Reynolds went missing on 
her way to school in Aston on September 
8, 1965. Two thousand people searched 
for the youngster following her disap¬ 
pearance. 

Then Diane Tift disappeared on a 
short walk to her grandmother’s house 
in Bloxwich on December 30. The bodies 
of both girls were found by a workman 
dumped in a ditch at Mansty Gully on 
Cannock Chase on January 12, 1966. 

A huge police investigation followed.

Then, in August 19, 1967 seven-year- 
old Christine Darby was enticed into a 
grey Austin A55 car by a man near her 
home in Camden Street, Walsall. The 
youngster had left her home to play 
with friends when she was kidnapped at 
around 2pm. 

Witnesses said they saw a man who 
spoke in a local accent in a grey car. 
Search parties were sent out to try to 
find the youngster. More than 1,000 
people joined the search. 

Descriptions of the suspect car led 
detectives to question various locals, in¬ 
cluding Morris. As the search for Chris¬ 
tine intensified, a policeman found the 
youngster’s underwear on the Chase

and Scotland Yard detectives were 
called in. Christine’s body was found by 
a soldier on August 22,1967, only a mile 
from where Margaret and Diane were 
discovered. 

The three murders were similar in 
that each victim was coaxed into a car 
while near her home, then killed after 
being sexually assaulted. Christine, Mar¬ 
garet and Diane lived within a 17-mile 
radius of each other and near the A34 
that passes through Cannock Chase. 

Some 150 detectives visited 39,000 
homes, interviewed 80,000 people and 
checked more than a million car forms. 

The hunt was led by Sir Stanley Bai¬ 
ley, Staffordshire’s Assistant Chief Con-

stable at the time. A team was brought 
together and murder headquarters was 
set up in New Penkridge Road, Cannock. 

The breakthrough came on Novem¬ 
ber 4, 1968, when 10-year-old Margaret 
Aulton escaped an abduction attempt by 
a man driving a green and white Ford 
Corsair in Walsall. 

Alibi 

A witness, a housewife, noted the car’s 
registration number, which police later 
traced back to Morris. 

Throughout the investigation, Morris 
had been spoken to on four occasions but 
he was ruled out of Christine’s death 
after his wife Carol gave him an alibi.

But, after discovering pornographic 
images of children in his flat, his wife 
turned him in to police and admitted the 
alibi she gave was false. Police arrested 
Morris 15 months after Christine’s body 
was found. 

Morris, who was born in Walsall and 
lived in a council-owned flat in Green 
Lane, was convicted and sentenced to 
life imprisonment in February 1969. 
The former engineer was locked up for 
nearly 45 years. 

Former detective chief superinten¬ 
dent Pat Molloy, one of three leading 
officers on the case, maintained in the 
years that followed that he had no doubt 
Morris was guilty of killing Christine.

Ex-officer 
relieved 
at end of 
a chapter 

A POLICE officer who 
helped bring Raymond 
Morris described his death 
as ‘the end of a chapter’. 

Maureen Freeman was 
only two years into her ca¬ 
reer with Staffordshire Po¬ 
lice when a little girl’s body 
was discovered on Cannock 
Chase. 

Then aged 23, she played 
a pivotal role in the investi¬ 
gation that led to the even¬ 
tual arrest of the notorious 
child killer. 

She admitted a sense 
of relief that he had died 
- but said the pain would 
live on for the families he 
had torn apart. 

Ms Freeman said: “My 
immediate thought when 
I heard he had died, was 
that this really brings some 
closure in a way. 

“This man haunts me - 
every time something has 
happened with him I can 
see his face. It is still a big 
part of my life. 

“As a police officer you 
can’t show any emotions 
but it has all come back to 
me now.” 

Miss Freeman, now a 
Cannock Chase district 
councillor and living in 
Park Road, Cannock, said 
the families would be in 
her thoughts, adding: “It 
can never be the end of the 
chapter for them.”

DECEMBER 1, 1964: Nine-year-old 
Julia Taylor lured into a car in Blox¬ 
wich by a man claiming to be a friend 
of her mother. She was assaulted, 
strangled and left for dead, but spot¬ 
ted by a passing cyclist and saved. 

September 8, 1965: Margaret Reyn¬ 
olds, aged six, went missing in Aston,

February 18, 1969: Morris was 
found guilty at Staffordshire Assizes 
in Stafford of the murder and rape of 
Christine Darby and sentenced to life 
behind bars. 

August 2001:Morris launches an 
appeal against his murder conviction. 

November 2010: Morris granted a 


judicial review in the case of the mur¬ 
der of Christine Darby. 

February 2011: His bid for an ap¬ 
peal was rejected at London’s Royal 
Courts of Justice. 

April 2011: Morris says he has 
scrapped plans to take his case to the 
European Court of Human Rights and 
will die in jail.

review of their sentence 25 years into 
their term at the very latest. 

February 2014: The Court of Appeal 
found whole life sentences should con¬ 
tinue to be used for the most serious 
of crimes. It means Morris will die in 
jail. 

March 11, 2014: The Ministry of 
Justice confirms that Raymond Mor¬ 
ris has died after being transferred 
to a medical facility from Wymott in 
Preston.

Haul together to 
clear up mystery 


A fascinating discovery of 
ancient treasure has taken 
on another new twist, as 
Dave Ballinger reports 

SOME of the mysteries of 
the Staffordshire Hoard - un¬ 
earthed in a farmer’s field in 
Hammerwich - have taken a 
new twist. 

The incredible find, the biggest of 
its kind, has begun to rewrite the 
history books. 

The entire, fully cleaned hoard has 
been photographed in one place for the 
first time since its discovery in 2009. 

For two weeks the entire 4,000 piece 
collection has been brought together so 
experts could start a major exercise to 
group items and make links between 
each fragment like an ancient jigsaw 
puzzle. 

The staggering findings shine fresh 
light into the depths of what are known 
as the Dark Ages. 

Hundreds of connections have been 
found, revealing at least one helmet 
made up of more than 1,500 fragments. 

Warrior 

The research has also confirmed there 
are up to 150 swords, which represents 
an extraordinary haul of warrior kit. 

It has also revealed for the first time 
the true extent of gold wealth across the 
kingdoms - much greater than ever en¬ 
visaged before. 

Anglo-Saxon specialist Chris Fern has 
spent 18 months examining each item in 
the collection individually. But to com¬ 
plete his analysis it became clear all the 
items would have to be brought together. 
So they were all packed up and in total 
secrecy experts carried out the work over 
two weeks in the depths of Birmingham 
Museum and Art Gallery. 

Mr Fern said: “The hoard is a very

complex find which points to multiple 
origins and is very significant for un¬ 
derstanding the true material culture 
of the early kingdoms of Anglo-Saxon 
England. 

“It suggests that the warrior elites 
shared in the sort of gold wealth en¬ 
joyed by kings and royalty.” 

Mr Fern said items in the hoard were 
shown to have origins from three king¬ 
doms: Mercia, East Anglia and North¬ 
umbria. 

The items span up to 150 years over 
the turn of the 6th and 7th centuries 


made up of lllbs (5kg) of gold, 31bs 
(1.3kg) of silver, plus garnet and Roman 
glass. It has a value in excess of £3 mil¬ 
lion. 

Now the three-year conservation and 
clean-up is complete, the full extent of 
decoration, quality, iconography and 
workmanship has been appreciated. 

Among the collection are more than 
80 pommel caps - the decorative tip of 
the sword - where previously only 20 
had been discovered in England. 

David Symons, curator at Birming¬ 
ham Museum, said: “We had no idea of 


the level of wealth. It now appears it was 
beyond kings and top royalty. More peo¬ 
ple are sharing in this. It also includes 
the top generals and high officials. 

“It has also helped us understand the 
technology and techniques used. The 
hoard makes up something like 60 per 
cent of all Anglo-Saxon filigree discov¬ 
ered. This is unique. It is mind-bog¬ 
gling.” 

It is already believed some of the gar¬ 
net discovered could have come from 
India and Sri Lanka. 

There is also a gold pectoral cross with 
a central garnet gem that would have 
been worn by senior clergy as a sign of 
their office or by wealthy Christian lay 
people. 

And there is the stylised seahorse 
mount with filigree spirals the size of a 
grain of rice which now experts believe 
may actually be just a horse. 

Thumb 

Pieta Greaves, hoard conservation 
manager, said: “Overall I like the pieces 
where you can see the human element, 
such as the wear on the pommel caps 
where you would have put your thumb.” 

The hoard was discovered by detector- 
ist Terry Herbert in farmer Fred John¬ 
son’s field on July 5 2009. 

It made them millionaires overnight 
when Birmingham Museums Trust and 
The Potteries Museum and Art Gallery 
in Stoke-on-Trent acquired it in 2010 
with support from the Arts Fund, the 
National Heritage Memorial Fund and 
the UK’s largest public donation. 

In 2012 a further 81 items were found 
in the same field. Dating of the hoard 
places it at the time of the huge tribal 
Kingdom of Mercia. 

Since the discovery the treasures have 
toured the region and more than a mil¬ 
lion people have visited. 

Mr Symons said: “It has been an in¬ 
credible strength of the project that it 
has been out on show. We are still part 
way through the story and have a lot of 
thinking to do.”

DEMOLITION work has start¬ 
ed to pave the way for the 
multi-million pound transfor¬ 
mation of a main shopping 
centre. 

It is the first phase of the re¬ 
vamp of the Old Square site in 
Walsall which will see a new Pri- 
mark and Co-op open next year. 

The demolition phase is due to take 
four months as part of the £21 million 
plans, which has seen construction 
and infrastructure firm Morgan Sin- 
dell appointed to deliver the town cen¬ 


tre scheme. Walsall Council agreed to 
pump in up to £8m from its own cash 
reserves to kick-start the long-awaited 
project, creating around 150 jobs.

54,000 sq ft development, which will 
house Primark and the Midcounties 
Co-operative’s food store. 

Walsall regeneration chief, council¬ 
lor Adrian Andrew, said: “We’re de¬ 
lighted to appoint Morgan Sindall as 
contractor for this scheme. “This new 
development will breathe further life 
into the town centre and this invest¬ 


ment shows we’re looking for a long¬ 
term revival of the town.” 

Ben Reid, chief executive of The 
Co-op, said: “The Midcounties Co-op¬ 
erative has strong roots in Walsall 
that date back over 125 years. We 
have identified a real demand for a 
food store offering in the town centre, 
which is why we are investing in a new 
store at the Old Square Shopping Cen¬ 
tre re-development. 

“We are looking forward to launch¬ 
ing a store that meets the needs of the 
Walsall community next year.” 

The project is due to complete in 
spring 2015 .

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inspirational Gaurav now 
back home with family 


HE HAS spent the past three 
months in isolation recover¬ 
ing from a life-saving bone 
marrow transplant. 

But now brave two-year-old 
Gaurav Bains is back home in the 
loving arms of his family - after 
becoming an inspiration to thou¬ 
sands. 

Gaurav underwent the operation 
just before Christmas and has spent 
the weeks since locked away in his hos¬ 
pital room to give his immune system 
time to rebuild. 

His family are over the moon that he 
is now back home in Tipton. 

Parents Sunny and Gurprit took it 
in turns to stay at their son’s bedside 
throughout his stay at Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital. Mr Bains, aged 
31, said: “It’s brilliant, he’s back at 
home where he belongs.” 

Leukaemia 

Gaurav, from Alexandra Road, has 
left hospital almost 12 weeks after 
he was admitted, and 71 days after 
his stem cell transplant. Had he not 
received the transplant, to treat an 
extremely rare condition called Mon¬ 
osomy 7 Syndrome, then it is likely he 
would have developed an aggressive 
form of childhood leukaemia. 

It is the plight of Gaurav, and other 
children who also suffer from rare con¬ 
ditions, such as baby Margot Martini, 
that have highlighted the drastic need 
for bone marrow donors. Their stories 
have inspired thousands to support 
the campaign. 

There are several registers in the 
UK, such as Anthony Nolan Trust and 
Delete Blood Cancer, which list all of 
those who could be potential matches 
for those in need.

Unchained melody of 
love for diamond pair

IT was a romance which 
started when they clapped 
eyes on each other at work 
- and it has lasted more than 
60 years as they celebrate 
their diamond wedding anni¬ 
versary. 

David and Lilian Moran were 
working at Wheway chainmakers, 
Walsall, when he took the first 
step and asked his wife-to-be to 
the pictures. 

The first date for the welders was 


at the Savoy cinema in the town. Love 
blossomed and they married at St Pe¬ 
ter’s RC Church in Bloxwich on March 
6,1954. Despite the cold they managed 
to avoid the heavy snow which hit the 
area over the previous days. 

After leaving Wheway’s, David, now 
aged 80, went on to work at car firm 
BRD where he spent more than 30 
years. 

Lilian, 82, moved on to become a 
saddle machinist at Butler & Antill 
and then cleaning within the NHS 
where she was based at the likes of 
Walsall Manor Hospital, Goscote, Lit¬ 
tle Bloxwich and Birchills.

For nearly 20 years it’s been a 
faithful companion and her primary source of 
transport. 

Her enthusiasm to get on the saddle belies her 
years. “I don’t drive, but cycle everywhere I can,” 
she says. 

A young-at-heart 74-year-old, she oozes charisma 
and charm, still goes to the gym “when she needs 
to shed a few pounds” and is the life and soul of the 
party at her local Young At Heart Club where she is a 
volunteer worker. 

“I retired at 60, but I always have to be doing 
something. The club has some elderly people who 
never really see anyone from week to week and I love 
helping. We do lunches and have a game of bingo and 
a laugh,” she adds. 

She admits to constantly making choices to live 
life to the limit and indulging herself whenever she 


fancies a new look as a popular hairdressers’ model at 
Wolverhampton’s award-winning Ultimate Hairdressing 
salon. 

“I love meeting the students and they treat me lovely,” 
she says. 

It’s hard to imagine that his retired assembly worker, 
who completed 45 years’ service at Willenhall’s famous 
Josiah Parkes & Sons lock manufacturers, could 
ever be knocked back. But failing teeth “became an 
embarrassment,” she recalls. 

Plucked up the courage 

“My remaining bottom teeth were terribly discoloured 
and my partial lower denture was unstable. You could 
never eat anything like nuts and I was always so 
conscious of the way they looked. 

“If I cooked lamb chops or a steak I’d struggle to eat 
it - it would take me ages, but I can eat anything now,” 
she says with a smile. 

Ann called time on her long-standing dental problems 
after reading an article in her local newspaper about 
Steven Burchell Dip CDT RCS(Eng) and his work as 
principal at the Denture Clinic in North Street, Dudley. 

“I had a couple of articles and kept them for nearly a 
year before I plucked up courage to see Steve. I knew 


exactly what I wanted and was happy to put up with a 
bit of discomfort to get there,” she says. 

With four implants in her upper and four in the lower 
jaw to secure implant-retained over-dentures, Ann now 
has a perfect smile and functional teeth. 

“I love my teeth and they have given me so much 
more confidence. You don’t realise how having bad 
teeth affect until you have treatment like this and you 
get the confidence back. The whole shape of my mouth 
has changed.” 

Her teeth were hand-crated on the premises at 
the Denture Clinic and implant surgery was carried 
out by Jonathon Pugh BDS MSc (Implant Dentistry), 
principal of Total Implant Solutions in Tettenhall Road, 
Wolverhampton. 

Steven says: “Ann’s particular choice was to go down 
the implant-retained denture route which ensures total 
stabilisation and it works brilliantly for her. 

“But implants are not necessarily for everyone and 
quality, traditional dentures can often be an excellent 
option. We also do suction dentures, where tiny valve 
operated diaphragms are fitted into the prosthesis and 
create a vacuum effect against the gums.” 

Adds Ann: “Both Steve and Jon were lovely with me. 
I’ve told all my friends they need to see them too.”

Mr Warburton’s book is a compila¬ 
tion of 15 issues of his fanzine Keep 
On Running, published between 1995 
and 2000, along with new interviews 
from band members past and present 
including Kevin Archer and Jim Pat¬ 
erson.

Poundland 
is floated 
as shares 
start at £3 


SHARES in Poundland have gone on sale for 
the first time as the booming Black Country 
firm was valued at £750 million. 

The shares were initially valued at £3 each - but it 
was thought they were likely to rocket in value over 
the days following the launch last Thursday. Float¬ 
ing on the stock market will raise between £375m 
and £430m. 


The move will help the 
Willenhall-based chain ex¬ 
pand in the UK and in Eu¬ 
rope. The company started 
trading in a £30-a-week of¬ 
fice in Sedgley 24 years ago. 
Founder Steve Smith and 
his father sold the business 
for around £50 million in 
2002, and since then it has 
expanded to more than 500 
stores and sales of £880m. 

It employs 12,000 people, 
around 750 of them at its 
headquarters in Willenhall 
and distribution depot at 
Bilston, It has built its suc¬ 
cess on offering everything 
for £1, from toys and sweets 
to household staples like 
milk and sugar and even 
books and DVDs. 

The result has been one of 
the biggest high street suc¬ 
cess stories of recent times, 
piling on the profits and

in both good times and bad. 

The next move is to open 
stores on the Continent, 
starting in Spain, using 
the Dealz brand it first 
launched in Ireland.

Ex-town cinema site pub 
plan gets the green light 


MOVES to transform a former Bloxwich cin¬ 
ema into a high street pub, creating up to 50 
jobs, have been given the green light despite 
concerns over noise and trouble. 

The £1.5 million plan to open a JD Wetherspoon in 
place of the old Electric Palace in Bloxwich was rec¬ 
ommended for approval by planning officers before 
last Thursday’s meeting. 

The High Street building ■ by Craig Hughes 
has been derelict for more H_._ 


than two years following its 
most recent use as a youth 
club. 

The pub chain pulled out 
of previous proposals to take 
over the nearby Bulls Head 
and submitted new propos¬ 
als for the Electric Palace 
site, which was also once a 
nightclub, creating a mix¬ 
ture of full and part-time 
positions. 

The scheme includes a 
pub and restaurant and 
beer garden. It would open 
from 7am to 12.30am Sun¬ 
days to Wednesday and 
until 1.30am Thursday to 
Saturday. 

Five objections were 
lodged against the plans. 

These include concerns 
over no dedicated parking 
which could increase prob¬ 
lems along Church Street, 
the number of pubs in the 
area and impact on other 
food outlets. But in his re¬ 
port to councillors, head of 
planning David Elsworthy, 
said the proposed use for a 
public house and restaurant 


is acceptable and would 
bring investment into the 
area. 

He said: “The proposed 
use is appropriate within 
a district centre and would 
bring a vacant, neglected, 
prominent building in the 
conservation area back into 
use. The proposals would 
retain, refurbish and rein¬ 
state the original front fa¬ 
cade of the building facing 
High Street and generally 
improve the overall ap¬ 
pearance of this prominent 
building. 

“Objectors consider that 
there will be potential for 
increased noise and distur¬ 
bance.” 

In most recent times 
Electric Palace was a youth 
centre but young people and 
community groups moved to 
alternative sites in 2011. 

The application states the 
lack of parking would not 
present a significant high¬ 
way safety or traffic flows 
issues.

A BUILDER from Bloxwich, 
who is also a pub licen¬ 
see, has been awarded the 
Casque Mark accreditation 
for beer quality. 

Mark Rogers and his wife 
Andrea have transformed 
the Hazelslade Inn, in Ru- 
geley Road, since taking 
over their first pub just 18 
months ago. 

Mark, aged 49, a builder 
from Bloxwich, said: “I built 
our own house in Hazel 
Slade and lived here for five 
years so the pub was our 
local.

Andrea and Mark Rogers, who have pulled in the punters at the Hazelslade Inn Marque standard.

£350,000 plan 

to cut accident 
stretch danger 


Students’ maths 
skills adding up 


MORE than £350,000 could be spent improving an accident hotspot 
in Walsall after more than 40 crashes on the route in three years. 
Walsall Council is looking at securing funds for safety improvements 
along the Wednesbury Road, which links the town centre and Pleck. 

It comes after a man was killed on the route when his car hit metal fencing 
and went down an embankment last summer. Residents living close to the road 
said there had been a series of crashes in the area, and called for measures to be 
introduced. 

Changes being considered 
include improving a junc¬ 
tion on the road, as well as 
markings and pedestrian 
refuges. 

The council has drawn up 
provisional plans, although 
any improvements would be 
subject to officials finding 
the necessary cash. 

Pleck councillor Dennis 
Anson welcomed action. He 
said: “Anything to make the 
road safer I would support. 

A lot of traffic is coming off 
junction nine of the M6 into 
the town that way. 

“It is a main route and 
it will be a far busier route 
when Phoenix 10 is done. 

It is used a lot, there are a 
lot of children that cross up 
there and safety precautions 
are vital.” 

The work would be split 
into two project sfor on dif¬ 
ferent sections of the road. 

One worth up to £236,000 
would see new surfacing, 
road markings, improve¬ 
ments to the junction at 
Bradford Place and a speed 
warning sign. 

There have been 32 acci¬ 
dents on a stretch heading 
out of the town centre be¬ 
tween November 2010 and 
the end of October 2013. 

Another scheme worth 
up to £120,000 is for pe¬ 
destrian refuges and road 
markings on the stretch 
between Hilary Street and 
Tasker Street, where there 
have been 14 accidents in 
the same period.

be far from child's play 


P raise be - the Reverend 
Adam Smallbone is back at 
last. Two years is a long time 
between sermons - here’s hoping 
TV’s best-loved vicar has spent that 
time away from our screens coming 
up with inspiring new subjects and 
honing his delivery. 

Let’s face it, his parish could use 
a few more devotees - inner-city 
London was always going to be a 
tough gig, and despite his best 
efforts, Adam hasn’t really managed 
to win over the locals, unless you 
count unstable Mick, alcoholic lost 
soul Colin and lovesick Adoha. 

They’re all back for this third 
series, which Tom Hollander, who 
co-created the sitcom with writer 
James Wood, says was a dream to 
make. 

“I found it very comforting and 
reassuring and it’s very lovely to do 
something that you have done 
before which people have enjoyed,” 
he remarks. “There was none of the 
stress you normally have playing a 
new part where you go, ‘Oh, I 
wonder if it works if I do this or if I 


do that’ whereas, because we’ve 
done two series there’s a relaxation 
of putting on a, you know, favourite 
old cardigan or something.” 

Also back is Olivia Colman. She 
may have become Britain’s premier 
TV actress since the last run of Rev 
was aired, thanks to performances 
in Broadchurch, Run, Accused and 
The Thirteenth Tale, but she found 
time in her hectic diary for this. 

“There’s something comforting 
about knowing we’re back because 
people liked it, so we’re doing 
something right,” she says. “It’s a 
shame you have to do anything on 
the first day. It’d be nice if it was a 
write-off because you’re just 
chatting and catching up. It’s lovely.” 

There’s about to be a new 
addition to the couple’s lives when 
we meet him again - Alex gives 
birth to their long-awaited first child, 
a girl, in dramatic circumstances. 

“The baby belongs to the Parish 
suddenly,” explains Colman. “So, 
everyone who is knocking on the 
door anyway is now also knocking 


on the door to look after the baby, 
which is very irritating to Alex.” 

There’s also little time for paternity 
leave, because Adam’s parish 
duties continue to weigh heavy on 
him. In the first episode, he joins 
forces with an Imam in an attempt 
to improve the local community, but 
is left wondering if his new 
colleague has a hidden agenda. 

Also giving poor Adam a 
headache are the new Area Dean 
and Diocesan secretary who seem 
to have big but destructive plans for 
St Saviour’s. 

Kayvan Novak, Joanna Scanlan 
and Vicki Pepperdine guest star as 
the newcomers, and the general 
consensus of opinion from 
Hollander and Colman is that 
they’re “brilliant’.’ 

Colman perhaps sums up Rev’s 
appeal best when she describes it 
as: “well-written, beautiful and the 
people are loveable and flawed. It’s 
got a soft underbelly and a humility 
which is easy to love.” 

And long may that continue.

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Mercedes - It’s a class act 


By Andy Enright 

How can it be the car Mercedes- 
Benz calls its best-selling model 
has, for so long, felt a bit of an un¬ 
derachiever? 

The C-Class ought to have been all the com¬ 
pany knows about luxury saloons distilled into a 
smaller form, but for many years it was instead 
a car which was short on quality and long on 
price tag. 

The 2007 model repaired much of its reputa¬ 
tion and the subsequent 2011 facelift brought 
even more features and better efficiency, but in 
this country, the C-Class always lagged a distant 
third in the compact executive sales charts. 

Much has changed in the interim though. The 
introduction of a smaller four-door saloon, the 
CLA, has allowed the C-Class to become a bit 
bigger and a good deal more luxurious. The lat¬ 


est car is a fresh design from the ground up 
and it shows. 

The diesel engines include a 2.1-litre C220 
BlueTEC unit good for 170PS, plus you can 
talk to your dealer about feebler C200 Blue¬ 
TEC and pokier C250 BlueTEC offerings. Pet¬ 
rol-wise, there’s a 184PS C200 unit. 

The C300 BlueTEC HYBRID combines a 
four-cylinder 204PS diesel engine with a com¬ 
pact 27PS electric motor and looks interesting, 
as does the prospect of a plug-in hybrid model. 
In the here and now, there’s a choice of two six- 
speed manual transmissions or an improved 
version of the 7G-TRONIC automatic gearbox. 
The electromechanical Direct Steer system is 
also fitted as standard. 

Looking at the exterior of this C-Class, you’d 
be forgiven for thinking this was the most 
conservative of styling directions. It’s tidily ex¬ 
ecuted, with hints of the latest S-Class in its 
detailing. The long bonnet, a passenger com¬ 




partment set well back and short overhangs 
define the C-Class’s classic proportions. Large 
wheels emphasise the rear and communicate a 
stylishly sporty character. 

In automatic vehicles, a large one-piece cen¬ 
tre console panel performs an elegant sweep 
from the centre air vents to the armrest. On 
vehicles with manual transmission, the centre 
console is slightly steeper and features two 
separate trim elements in order to create ample 
space for ergonomic operation of the shift lever. 

Prices for the C200 petrol start at around 
£27,000, while for a C200 BlueTEC diesel, you’ll 
pay from around £29,500. To gain an insight 


into quite how deep the thought process be¬ 
hind the new C-Class is, consider this. The air 
conditioning system talks to the car’s satellite 
navigation system. When you enter a tunnel, 
rather than start sucking diesel fumes into the 
cabin from that labouring artic, the car knows 
it’s entering a tunnel and automatically switch¬ 
es the air conditioning to recirculate, bringing 
in fresh air only when you’ve emerged again. 

That’s smart. As indeed is the Collision Pre¬ 
vention Assist Plus system. When a danger of 
collision persists and the driver fails to respond, 
the system is able to carry out autonomous 
braking at speeds of up to 125mph, thereby 


reducing the severity of collisions with slower 
or stopping vehicles. The system also brakes 
in response to stationary vehicles at a speed 
of up to 31 mph, and is able to prevent rear-end 
collisions at speeds of up to 25mph. 

It doesn’t take long to see how Mercedes 
has forged ahead with efficiency. Where the 
last C220 diesel emitted 117g/km of carbon di¬ 
oxide, the latest model trims that down to just 
103g/km, with fuel economy improving from 
64.2mpg to 70.6mpg. Even the entry-level pet¬ 
rol model, the Cl 80, gets numbers that not so 
long ago would have been very respectable in¬ 
deed for a diesel car in this sector:

Kia refreshes 
best budget 
4x4 - popular 
Kia Sportage 

It’s easy to believe for a moment that the mar¬ 
ket for compact SUVs hasn’t changed all that 
much in the last ten years, but it’s now radi¬ 
cally different and the biggest beneficiary of 
these changes have been Kia, and more spe¬ 
cifically its Sportage. That car’s been fettled 
and refreshed now and still looks the best 
budget 4x4 not a whole lot of money can buy. 

As before, you get a choice of four powerplants. 
There are 1.7 or 2.0-litre common-rail diesels with 113 
and 134bhp respectively- or 1.6 and 2.0-litre petrols 
packing 138 and 161bhp. 

Performance is similar with the 2.0-litre units as both man¬ 
age the 0-62mph trial in under 11 s with the manual gearbox 
installed. The entry level cars have front wheel-drive, with 
upper spec models getting all-wheel traction. 

The Sportage uses a part-time all-wheel-drive system 
which sends 100 per cent of power to the front wheels un¬ 
less slippage is detected and it’s automatically diverted to 
the rear. There’s a Lock Mode for off-road driving which 
splits the available power 50/50 between the front and rear 
wheels, but it only operates below 25mph. All Sportage 
models have Hillstart Assist Control to help with uphill geta¬ 
ways and Downhill Brake Control to provide reassurance on 
steep descents. 

The latest car features Kia’s Flex Steer system on select¬ 
ed models. This allows the driver to choose between three 
different levels of power assistance according to preference 
and where the car is being driven. ‘Comfort’ mode provides 
increased help for parking or manoeuvring in tight areas, for 
example, while ‘Sport’ lessens the assistance for increased 
feel and stability at higher speeds. There is also a ‘Normal’ 
setting. In addition to this, the windscreen glass has been 
modified to reduce the amount of noise entering the cabin. 

Otherwise, it’s still as practical as ever. It just feels a lit¬ 
tle better built. The generous dimensions of the Sportage 
are carried over. There’s a substantial boot measuring in 
at 564-litres when the rear seats are occupied - or 1,353-li- 
tres when they’re folded down. Storage space inside the 
Sportage includes a six-litre centre console bin, large door 
pockets and a glovebox that’s air-conditioned on some 
models. 

Variants 

Prices kick off at around £17,500, which keeps things 
real and Kia has done a spot of tinkering with the mix of the 
model line-up. Two additional variants at the top and bottom 
have been added to the team sheet to further broaden the 
appeal to customers- an all-wheel drive 2.0 CRDi at entry 
level and the 1.7 CRDi turbodiesel is now an option on the 
top spec two-wheel drive model. The 1.6-litre direct-injection 
petrol unit and 1.7-litre turbodiesel made their debuts in the 
Sportage and remain the mainstays of the range in the UK. 

Equipment levels have also been subtly boosted across 
the range. 

The best-performing Sportage from an economy and 
emissions perspective is the font-wheel drive 1.7 CRDi die¬ 
sel which manages 54.3mpg and 135g/km. That’s pretty 
good going. Should you choose petrol power, the 1.6 GDi 
powerplant returns a combined fuel figure of 44.1 mpg and 
emissions of 149g/km. Should you want an all-wheel drive 
2.0-litre diesel, you’re looking at 49.6mpg and 149g/km 
which is very good . 

Beware opting for the automatic version though, as this 
puts a bit of a dent into the efficiency metrics at 40.9mpg 
and 179g/km. 

Like the rest of the Kia range, the Sportage is sold with 
the excellent seven-year or 100,000-mile warranty. It is ful¬ 
ly transferable should the car be sold before the time or 
mileage limits have been reached. Fixed cost servicing also 
brings additional peace of mind via the Kia Care-3 and Care- 
3 Plus servicing package, offering retail customers infla¬ 
tion-proof servicing for the first three or five years. Again, all 
packages cover the car, not the owner, so are transferable 
should the vehicle be sold.

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This family 
run-around 
is certain to 
create waves

If you want to go back to the future, you don’t 
need an eccentric scientist and a nucle¬ 
ar-powered silver sports car. 

You can do it for an awful lot less thanks to a car maker 
which has taken a bold new look at the market, expectations 
and the concept of value for money. 

It hasn’t exactly arrived in a flash of blinding light but this 
manufacturer’s latest offering is something of a revelation. 

The Dacia Logan is a mid-sized family estate (although 
for cargo capacity it’s not far behind big hitters like the Volvo 
V70) which is cheap to run, practical but costs half as much 
as some of its rivals. Dacia calls it an MCV, or maximum 
capacity vehicle, but in most other fleets its streamlined ap¬ 
pearance would earn it a ‘sports tourer’ tag. 

I drove the mid-range Ambiance model, with a 90bhp pet¬ 
rol engine capable of over 56mpg. It could be described as 
‘no frills’ but hardly basic, with a 573 litre load bay which 
stretches to an impressive 1,518 with the rear seats folded 
down. 

The price? Wait for it - £8,595 on the road and if you are 
really counting the pennies you could have an entry level 
model for £6,995. 

It’s based on a stretched version of the multi award-win¬ 
ning Duster platform, using using proven technology, engi¬ 
neering and in many cases parts (include engines) from the 
Renault group which owns the Romanian company. 

It seems even Renault has been surprised by Dacia’s suc¬ 
cess, as it didn’t originally intend to sell the cars in West¬ 
ern Europe where much of the market is dominated by 
badge-consciousness and the need to embrace all the lat¬ 
est, must have gadgetry. But customer demand, particular¬ 
ly from the hard-pressed private buyer spending their own 
money, means that Dacia (pronounced Datch-ya) looks set 
to be the next big name in budget motoring. 

Using well-established technology, concentrating on ba¬ 
sics, limiting such things as colour choices and accessory 
packs for ease of manufacture, means they can keep prices 
down. It doesn’t mean you have a car which does any less. 

Is this a glimpse of the future, if there are still to be cars 
which the man in the street can afford to buy new? The 
£8,595 test car, for example, comes with ABS, emergen¬ 
cy brake assist, electronic stability and traction controls, hill 
start assist, twin airbags, electric front windows, a radio/CD 
player with Bluetooth, remote central locking and split/fold 
rear seats. 

Capacity 

It was powered by Renault’s latest TCe petrol engine, 
which also appears in the new Clio range. Its capacity of 
just 898cc seems unfeasibly small for a car of this size but 
with well-spaced gearchanges it will go from a standstill to 
62mph in a fairly fleet 11.1 seconds. 

You don’t notice anything lacking on the open road, ei¬ 
ther, as this mighty atom’s secret is turbocharging. Not only 
does it have more power than the older, normally aspirated 
1,200cc unit it has almost twice the torque which makes for 
smoother progress with less effort. 

Fuel consumption averages 56.5mpg, with a low 116g/km 
of C02 emissions. The means no road tax in the first year, 
and just £30 annually after that. 

The Renault Group’s proven 1,5dCi turbo diesel, of course, 
has even more torque, is more economical (65.7mpg) and 
beats the magic lOOg/km of C02 so it’s road tax free. 

But, model for model, it’s also £1,000 dearer so retail buy¬ 
ers in particular have to do their sums. With your average 
mileage, and the lOp per litre premium on diesel prices, 
how long would it take for you to break even? 

There’s also the question of whether the car’s main role is 
for the school run, transporting the dog and other domestic 
duties, or whether if you’re using it as an alternative to a van 
when the diesel’s extra pulling power might be a better bet. 

There’s not much to say about the way the Logan drives. 
For most that isn’t a criticism: but just does what it does 
competently. Steering is light, unless you’re really working it 
hard you’re more likely to be listening for wind noise rather 
than the engine, and the ride is compliant. The sub-£7,000 
entry level model, the Access, is basically equipped and 
doesn’t, for example, have such luxuries as electric windows 
or even a radio. But it still has the full safety pack which is 
standard across the range, including front and side airbags, 
ABS, traction and stability controls. 

The Ambiance tested is better equipped, while the flag¬ 
ship Laureate adds to its specification with upgraded trim, 
alloy wheels, cruise control, trip computer and electric door 
mirrors, electric windows on the back as well and front fog 
lights and yet still costs under £9,000 for the 1.2 petrol ver¬ 
sion, or £10,795 with the flagship diesel under the bonnet. 

The limited number of options includes an upgraded Sat- 
Nav/audio pack for Ambiance and Laureate versions. 

The Dacia story is similar to that of Skoda’s transforma¬ 
tion by the VW Group - no-one’s laughing at Skoda now. 

The Dacia name isn’t yet that well known in Britain but that 
will change if, under Renault’s direction, it keeps producing 
cars like this which are the epitome of commonsense, prac¬ 
ticality and value for money.

Villa 1 Chelsea 0 

IS it possible that in Jose Mourinho, Lam¬ 
bert’s players have actually found someone 
who finds it more difficult to win at Villa 
Park than they do? 

Whatever the root cause of this football¬ 
ing upset, everyone at the club should take 
a moment today to close their eyes, recall its 
assault on the senses and remember this is 
what football at Villa Park should be about. 

Like a long lost but cherished old friend 
returning, the stadium was thundering in 
celebration of an epic and dramatic victory 
on Saturday evening and when the old place 
does that it is one of the domestic game’s 
grandest experiences. 

Lambert and Co haven’t been able to or¬ 
chestrate too many in their one-and-three- 
quarter seasons together. Yes, there was 
the defeat of Manchester City - and isn’t

it peculiar that this season’s top two title 
challengers have now fallen at Villa Park 
- earlier this season but that was a freak 
of footballing nature. On Saturday, Villa 
snared Chelsea good and proper; ran them 
to a standstill, rattled them into a loss of 
discipline before spearing the table leaders 
with a solitary late goal from Fabian Delph, 
a vibrant and deserving man of the match. 

The explosive finale will have now been 
splashed over every back page and bulletin 
across the land. Mourinho, who has still to 
win at Villa Park in five visits, was sent to 
the stands in the final minute after march¬ 
ing on to the pitch to open peace talks with 
warring players and a referee struggling to 
control them.
